Summary of reasons for decision: 

The video file is deemed to be objectionable under s3(2)(d) of the Films, Videos, and Publications 
Classification Act 1993 (FVPC Act) because it promotes and supports the use of excrement in 
association with sexual conduct. While there is nothing coercive about the video, there can be serious 
health risks associated with coprophagia and the other ways excrement is used sexually in this video. 
Thus there is a risk to the public good if this conduct was normali 2 ed. In particular, young people 
with limited sexual knowledge may interpret this conduct as normal and this may influence their own 
attitudes and behaviours. The expectation set out in s3(2)(d) in relation to the use of excrement in 
association with sexual conduct leaves Utde latitude for decisions on this type of material. The video is 
therefore deemed to be objectionable under s3(2)(d) of the FVPC Act. This is an interference with 





the right to freedom of expression contained in the New Zealand BiU of Rights At 1990 but is the 
only outcome consistent with Parliament’s clear intention to prevent such material from being 
publicly available.
